Technical Talks 
Before Engineers 

• FOUR PROMINENT engineering 
educators offered a symposium on 
•'Engineering Education, Present 
and Future" before a joint meeting 
of Ihe ASCE, ASME and AIEE 
Wednesday night in Hall of Gov- 
ernment. 

The future of engineering educa- 
tion and its relation to develop- 
ments “during Ihe war was dis- 
cussed by Dean G. W. Case, head 
of Engineering Science Management 
War Training Courses, U. S. Office 
of Education; Dean S. S. Steinberg, 
of the University of Maryland En- 
gineering college; Professor T. J. 
MacKavanagh, head of Catholic 
University’s Electrical Engineering 
department, and Dean Frederick 
Felker of the University’s Engineer- 
ing School. 

Dean Case, in an address on "De- 
velopment of the Engineering War 
Training Program," described the 
program and predicted that its 
ideas would be employed by Indus- 
try after the war for training its 
own workers. 

Dean Steinberg described the 
ASTPi*«ogram at the U. of Mary- 
land and other schools. He said- that 
the ASTP does not constitute a 
complete engineering training, but 
Just a background of basic engineer- 
ing courses. 

The program was attended bjr 
some 125 persons, Including mem- 
bers of the engineering school, out- 
side members of professional engi- 
neering societies, and Army and 
Navy representatives.

senior elections Illustrate some points, and even teach

Charges and counter-charges concerning the fair- 
ness of the ballot-counting, Indicate one thing more 
strongly than any other; namely, that the Advocate 
of the Student Council, who handles the election, should 
have been more careful In picking his committee. The 
members of the Elections Committee, though their 
records indicated that they were conscientious people, 
definitely shirked their duty by entrusting the ballot 
counting to the Advocate and his girl alone— regard- 
less of their well-founded feelings regarding his 
honesty. The shirking Committee members should 
have been willing and able to give up the activities 
which they attended when they should have been count- 
ing the ballots, or should have declined appointment 
' to the position. ' ' ” 

The opinion of the Advocate himself regarding the 
election, printed elsewhere in this issue with sugges- 
tions on the manner in which some of the flaws could 
be remedied for future elections, deserves notice. 

Parts of it— the dream about securing a more rep- 
resentative vote, for example — are Just idle fancy, as 
the test of time has proved, but his suggestions re- 
garding tightening up the qualifications for nominees, 
are good, and the Student Council should act, upqn 
them. 

Most ^important fact of all, to us, is this: as we 
started checking the facts regarding the election, and 
it became obvious to the parties interested that some 
sort of editorial fulmination was forthcoming, the 
pressure from groups who wanted something said, and 
the pressure from groups who didn't want anything 
said, became just less than terrific. It got to the point 
where whole bunches of people were trying to throw 
their influence on one side or the other. 

And what this has done to restore our faith in the 
power of the press is marvelous.

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Additional Sorority ! 
Viewed as Useless

• PAN-HELLENIC has been challenged on the qu«- 
tlon of a, new National sorority on this campus. At 
this time it would certainly seem hazardous for any 
National group to consider an organization here when 
they can have no assurance of the need for a new 
group. 

The Pan-Hellenic Association has been an outstand- 
ing organization at George Washington for a number 
of years. In the past it has cooperated whole heartedly 
in supporting the ideals for which the G. W. students 
stand; and has always met its obligations to the 
women of every fraternity. 

If Pan-Hellenic Is to continue to uphold this pur- 
pose It must at all times be alert to campus problems 
and meet the challenge of its Creed which stresses 
“Loyal service to chapter, college and community.” 

The reason for having a Pan-Hellenic is to main- 
tain conditions which insure the stability and efficiency 
of each sorority chapter, and to promote harmony be- 
tween each of the groups represented. 

It has been suggested by a faculty member to sev- 
eral campus groups that it would be advantageous to 
women students to have another National sorority. 
This potential sorority would be formed from one of 
the freshman dubs which are just now being organ- 
ized. Before promoting such a project it would seem 
wise to carefully examine the sorority situation on this 
campus. 

There are ten sorority groups on campus, each of 
which has a strong National organization and each of 
which has many fine benefits to offer. These sororities 
are absorbing all the girls that have indicated their 
desire to be Greeks, who are financially able to afford 
a sorority, and who are actually interested in gleaning 
the advantages of a sorority. From the enrollment of 
women students, the number interested in sororities 
is comparatively few. That is due to the unusual na- 
ture of this university — the large percentage of work- 
ing students who are totally uninterested in sororities 
or who do not have the time. 

Under these conditions would another sorority on 
campus benefit the women students or the fraternity 
groups which are now here ? The answer is emphatical- 
ly no! 

If another National group were organized on this 
campus our Pan-Hellenic association would have failed 
to uphold one of its basic precepts which is to accept 
the responsibility for the well-being of every fraternity 
group which it represents. The ten National sororities 
we have are adequate to this campus situation. The 
groups represent what the women of G. W., who are 
interested in sororities, and can pay for sororities 
want. Social groups whose costs are not so high are 
urgently needed on this campus to serve the students 
and the college. However, another National group 
could merely duplicate what we now have. 

High rents, dues to the National organizations, and 
payments for the social privileges which sororities of- 
fer make it essential to have a, certain number of chap- 
ter members. Because there are chapters here now 
that are having difficulty meeting their financial obli- 
gations, it indicates that in the long run, another Na- 
tional group would push off some sorority who could 
not meet these financial obligations. In reality, it 
would leave the situation In exactly the same position 
as before except that there would be another group on 
the brink of disaster. Thus, the George Washington 
Pan-Hellenic would have failed the whole National or- 
ganization of the group that was forced to become in- 
active. 

The aims and purposes of any one of the twenty-,, 
one National fraternities are not so different that our 
Pan-Hellenic here could risk losing any of its ten Na- 
tionals to get another National group which in the 
long run would only be supplementing the sorority that 
was dropped. On this campus a girl has her choice of 
ten sororities, and there are not a great many instances 
where she does not get the sorority of her first choice. 
She has a second and third choice and if she really 
has something to give fraternity life and wants to get 
anything out of if she will write down her preferences 
and she Is almostcertain to be pledged. There are few 
colleges whose sorority situation is so IdeaL 

Every sorority group represents many different 
1 types of individuals and it is within the power of these 
■ individuals who form a group to meet the needs of the 

1 girls who want sorority life. With ten groups G. W. 

can pledge every girl that wants to be pledged. In 
l comparison with other college campuses, the sororities 
here whose membership is large are only average sized 
j chapters. 

. We have already very representative National 
i .sororities on this campus and therefore, to try to ab- 
t sorb a new group at this time would be short-sighted. 

You can’t please all of the people all of the time. 



Other Editors Says a 

Congress Halls Echo 
Fascist Sentiments 

No new theme is expressed in onr geest editorial this 
week, yet U is a theme which cannot be dinned into one 
minds too thoronghly. The Phoenix, of Swaethmoro College, 
makes this plea for tolerance and nnderstnnding . 

A new poison has become an American institution. ^ 

It is not just the poison of bigotry or prejudice. It 4s 
hatred — hatred of Negroes, Jews, Russia, England, 
Refugees, Northerners, Labor, and Aliens. 

Out of Congress within the past few weeks has 
come a stream of hatred. Two measures, the Anti-Poll 
Tax BUI and the Soldier Vote BUI, which were designed 
to make American democracy more of a reality, were J 
attacked. It was not just their defeat, but the bitter- fl 
ness with which they were fought that gives cause for fl 
alarm. These bills were not fought on a rational, they- H 
wiU-do-the-nation-no-good basis, but rather on the jfl 
issue of the right of a few to deny many their vote, 
their liberty, and even their Ufe. jfl 

In the halls of Congress the poll tax was defended S 
as a way to maintain white supremacy, Jews were at- l 
tacked as having caused the war, lynching was sup- J 
ported as a grand old American custom. 

Congressman Rankin (elected by less than ten per I 
cent of the people in her district) attacked the bill to 1 
give soldiers votes with anti-semltism. 

Congressman "Cotton” Ed Smith berated sup- 
porters of the anti-Poll Tax Bill with warnings that in 
his home district these "damn yankees” (his col-^fl 
leagues) would be lynched. 

Magazines have come out with articles written by ■ 
American generals on the patriotism of bearing chU- 1 
dren for the country in war time. . 

In nearly every city and town, oh the sides of I 
freight cars, can be seen anti-Negro and anti-semitic fl 
slogans. M 

These are the popular American slogans of hate. ■ 
Hate of this sort and Fascism are synonimous. We'^fl 
as Americans have learned how to use the word Fas- 1 
cism as an epithet of evil, without apparently realizing 
its forms and manifestations. We conceive of Fascism r 
as men in chains, men deprived of their security, men i 
living in dread, men beaten and broken; yet Fascism, \ 
like any form of government, does not suddenly exist. 

It must be nurtured, developed, aided. 

In every country where Fascism has arisen, it has i 
been floated in on a tide of hatred and dissension. Ig 
has had its slogans and its rallying points. We must <-hJ 
come to realize these slogans are no different from our J 
own anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, anti-British, anti-Yankee, 
super-nationalistic feelings. . , , , ' j 

Because these slogans so often emanate from higlv rj 
. ..places, from respectable circles, in no way lessens their 1 
danger. Bqcquse this hate comes from Congress as 1 
well as from a factory in no Way affects its Fascist na- J 
ture. Lawrence Dennis, author of “The Coming Amer- I 
lean Fascism,” once wrote "our only hope from now on fl 
Is Congress . . .” 

We must realize that Fascism is not foreign, that M 
it can happen here. We must recognize danger and 
fight it. We must realize that every time we say “Nig- fl 
gers ought to be lynched” or “Jews started the war” ] 
or "America for Americans” or "Send the foreigners 
back” that we are helping Fascism to come to this. ; 
country.
